at 528., Middlesborough No, 3 being quoted 44s, 6d. From this point there wasa 
sharp re-action back to 49s, 10%d., closing better at 50s. 8d. The deliveries of 
copper during the past month were satistactory, and the charters from the West 
Coast, as advised were moderate, but owing to the heavy charters for last half 
of June, the statistic does not appear quite so favourable. There was a disposi- 
tion to buy Ohili bars for a rise, but political considerations check any rapid ad- 
vance. Tin was in strongdemand during tne greater part of last month, and 
aided by the high prices ruling in America and at places of production, value 
here rose rapidly from 992, to 1062, Later an effort was made to check the ad- 
vance by placing large parcels on the market, and many who had bought with 
the idea of seizing a hasty profit, helped to accelerate a fall by their attempts to 
realise.

The feature 
of the situation continues to be the way in which the furnace material is ab- 
sorbed immediately on arrival at high prices. It is satisfactory that the stock 
of foreign copper (chiefly Australian) in London is steadily decreasing, being 
now only 7545 tons, against 8917 tons a year ago. This portion of the supply 
has been for some time weighing rather heavily in the market.

The tone of the marketis further strengthened by the projection of 
new submarine cables and demand for war material. Yellow metal is quiet but 
firm, with a good home demand. For tin excited buying has prevailed all the 
month in America at prices far above those ruling here. Supplies being largely 
diverted from London in consequence, our stock spot and floating shows a de- 
crease of nearly 800 tons, Prices here rose at one time to 106/. 10s., but a large 
operator then becoming a heavy seller, the market receded, and we quote to-day 
1012. 10s. While warrants are so freely offered in this quarter, prices may con- 
tinue to droop, but it seems to be agreed with more unanimity than is usual in 
this market, that the position must remain very strong for the next few months.

SUB-DIVISION OF THE ELECTRIC CURRENT. 
SCIENCE V. PRACTICE. 


The utter worthlessness of so-called experts’ reports for enabling 
the capitalist to judge of the desirability or otherwise of an invest- 
ment offered to him has been more than once pointed out in the 
Mining Jowrnal, owing to the almost insuperable difficulty of finding 
aman at once competent and disinterested. In the case of mines 
the expert is usually totally unacquainted with the mine, district, or 
country to which he is sent, and therefore his report is less reliable 
than that of any honest, though tenth-rate man, having a practical 
knowledge of theplace ; and in the case of an invention it isextremely 
difficult to meet with a man with any acquaintance with the nature of 
the invention who is not an inventor in the same direction. Moreover, 
in both cases, the reporter is naturally disposed to suit his report to 
the views of his employer, well knowing that if his reports have no 
commercial value there will be no demand for them. It appears 
that a gentleman, named Gordon, was employed by certain finan- 
ciers, who had undertaken to form a company for developing the in- 
vention of Mr. J. B. Rogers to report upon Mr. Rogers’s incandescent 
lamps, and that this Mr. Gordon chose to introduce his own views as 
to the system of sub-division of the current of which Mr. Rogers is 
the inventor. Now, as it was evident from ascertained facts the re- 
porters’ unasked-for opinion was valueless from want of knowledge 
on his part as to what had been done in practice no notice was taken 
of it, and an account of what bas really been accomplished in daily 
work will be far more useful to capitalists than incompetent opinions. 

In maintaining his right—which no one who has followed the de- 
velopment of electric illumination will for a moment dispute—to 
the honour and profit of being the discoverer of the only practical 
system of sub-dividing the electric current yet known, Mr. Rogers 
gives some facts which are certainly conclusive. He says :—As a fact 
to base from, the patent I took out for the division and sub-division 
of the electric current was the first, and before this it was viewed, 
not only by practical electricians, but the public and the press, that 
the electric light could never be used for domestic purposes until 
some means was devised to thatend. . . Another fact worthy 
of notice is that at the Paris Exhibition my appliances were not 
used ; but many that exhibited at Paris made free use of my inven- 
tion at the Crystal Palace, to demonstrate facts they could not do at 
Paris. Between these exhibitions my patent became a public docu- 
ment, and the interest shown in the question speaks for itself, by 
the first issue of the Patent Books being eagerly bought up, and a 
second edition having to be published. The means I have devised 
are known to be simple, and many companies are abusing the in- | 
ventor to cover their doings. A reckoning must come about sooner | 
or later; but legal technicalities at present barthe way. . . . I} 
think I may fearlessly say I am the only person (firm or company) 
that has allowed free inspection of my works from the engine-room 
to the burning of the lights, the making of the filament to the mount- 
ing, the glass-blowing, the division and sub-division of the electric | 
current—in fact, all that tends to show the system; and my visitors’ 
book bears attestation by signatures of men of known repute of all 
nationalties sufficient to convince any person than what Mr. Gordon 
assumes has no weight. As more than twelve months have elapsed 
since Mr. Rogers’s important discovery was first referred to in the 
Journal and in those of contemporaries, and as the belief in it at the 
time was not so strong as to ensure it the attention it deserved, it 
may be well to explain again that the sub-division is effected by the 
use of what may be popularly described as a series of electric cis- 
terns, into which the single current is conducted, to be drawn off 
again by a suitable number of smaller conductors, In the experi- 
ments publicly shown and reported upon in the early part of 1881 
the producing power was a bichromate battery, with a half-inch coil 





—the conductors, positive and negative, were led from two poles, 
each to an accumulating box, containing dividing apparatus, which 
is said to be capable of effecting 18 divisions of the main current, 
although only one wire was used in the experiment, that being suffi- 
cient to illustrate the principle. This single wire was carried from 
each of the two accumulating boxes to a dividing box, and from this | 
box again eight pairs of wires could have been led to eight other | 
boxes for the further sub-division of the current, but five pairs were | 
considered sufficient. These five pairs of wires were led to five other 
boxes, one pair to each, where the current was further sub-divided. 
From these boxes it was stated that no fewer than 28 circuits could 
have been formed had the battery power been sufficient ; but, as it 
was not, wires forming nine circuits only were used, on these nine | 
circuits 27 vacuum tubes represented so many lights—three on each | 
circuit—which were all supported from one battery. The circuits | 
were detached one by one without interfering with the lights on the 
remainder. 

That Mr. Rogers's discovery is of practical applicability and of 
commercial value there can be no question—apart from the fact that 
so many of his competitors have considered it worth while to adopt 
it without regard to his patent rights—and to those who have not 
already studied the details of electric illumination a visit to the J. B. 
Rogers Electric Light and Power Company Works will be particu- 
larly interesting. In the three storeys below the ground floor they will 
find a complete and well-arranged factory. In the lowest floor isa 10- 
horse engine driving variousdynamos—Siemens,Grammes, Schiickerts, |

DyNAMITE EXPLOSION.—The report of Her Majesty’s Inspector 
of Explosives, Mr. J. P. Cundill, R.A., on the explosion at the factory 


of Nobel’s Explosives Company at Ardeer, Ayrshire, has just been | 


printed. The Inspector’s examination of the possible causes of the 
explosion is somewhat narrowed in its limits by the fact that, owing 
to the nature and use of the building which was destroyed, a number 
of causes possible in other cases, such as those connected with 
machinery and manufacturing processes, may be at once eliminated. 
The field is therefore narrowed down to ignition by spark or other fire, 
whether intentional or accidental, lightning, action of sun’s rays 
concentrated through glass, spontaneous ignition, and explosion by 
concussion, or shock. After discussing these several causes, the In- 
spector says :—‘‘ Mr. M’Roberts, with his large experience of the sub- 
ject, holds that the explosion was caused in this manner; and after 
very careful consideration and examination of the other possible 


causes, I think that the balance of probabilities is very decidedly in |

The Home Department has, since the acci- 
dent, suggested to the company the desirability of their adopting 
some method for the transport of samples of nitro-glycerine from 
one part of the factory to another which shall guard against the 
contingency of an explosion resulting from a slip or a fall on the 
part of the man carrying them. It is understood that this sugges- 
tion has been acted on. It has also been suggested to them, in view 
of the danger which threatened one of their magazines, the ex- 
pediency of adopting some plan of rendering such important build- 
ings externally fire-proof, and further that the shelves in a sample

The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held yester- 
day, at the Cannon-street Hotel, 
The Hon, T. C. Bruce, M.P., in the chair. 
Mr. N. G. BurcH (the secretary) read the notice calling the meet- 
ing, and the report and accounts were taken as read. 
he CHAIRMAN said the report itself, as was the usual practice, gave 
a tolerably full account of the operations of the company during 
the past year ; but he would endeavour to supplement that informa- 
tion, so as to give the shareholders all the details they could desire to have. 
The actual results of the working of the past year (as translated by the dividend 
which it was proposed to pay) were not, perhaps, quite so brilliant as he at one 
time hoped, although he never gave expression to that hope; but he should 
endeavour to make them share the conyiction, which he felt himself, that those 
results, although not so brilliant for the moment as could be wished, still gave 
every confidence in the value of the property, and every reason to believe that 
the value and the returns would go on increasing. He would first call attention 
to the amount of ore produced during the past year. The total amount of ore 
produced during the past year was 33,425 tons, against 21,457 tons in the year 
before; in addition there were 2939 tons of regulus sent to the coast, as against 
200 tons in the year before, It might be of interest to the shareh »lders to know 
that in 1878 (when the regular working of the company began) the production 
of ore was only 8400 tons, whilst last year, as he had mentioned, the production 
was 33,425; but during all those four years the aggregate amount of the ore pro- 
duced was 77,600 tons, and there were now in sight (according to the report of 
the manager, whom they had every reason to trust) about 127,000 tons of 
ore in reserve, and in working the Titiara Mine they had 35,000 tons in 
reserve. He mentioned this to show that, although the production had 
increased, yet the reserves had not diminished, but were going on in an 
increasing ratio. The cost of extraction was 15s. ld. per ton; in the 
saree itJwas 183. 5d. per ton, and in 1878 it was 1/. 18s. ld. per ton. This 
iminution in the cost arose mainly from the very great increase in the produc- 
tion of ore; but it was right to mention that Mr. Holman, the mining superin- 
tendent, thought that 15s. 1d. per ton was as low as he could reduce it. This 
showed that the continuance of the exploratory works and the management of 
the mine had been well conducted, (Hear, hear.) He would refer to the differ- 
ent parts of the works, The part from which they were now taking the prin- 
eipal deposit of ore was from what was called the Aroa lode. The quantity of 
ore exported last year, and the reserves of 127,000 tons, were entirely confined to 
that mine. The other lodes, which there was reason to believe were very valu- 
able, had not come into the returns of this year at all. The southern end of the 
Aroa lode, called the Sinta Barbara, had produced this year a large quantity of 
ore, The workings there were going upwards, and had advanced between 
200 and 300 ft. above the level which drained them at the bottom. There was 
a large amount of ore in thatlode which they had worked, but there was a 
great deal more remaining,and they were gradually going up in order to 
see how much more ore there was to be found towards the top. At 
the extreme top of the workings they were getting into poorer ore, so 
he supposed they might conclude that they were now getting into poorer 
= at that height. They had had to open new levels and winzes for ventila- 
ion, There was one point which he wished to mention, as he should refer to 
it later on. All that portion of the lode had been worked extensively in former 
times by the Spaniards; but in those days, when the export of ore was costly, 
the workers only took the best ore, and) left the poor, so that the ore which 
was left, although of great value, did not represent the value of the ore in its 
virgin state. In addition to this the workings drained the lode, and as that 
drainage had been going on for a great number of years, a considerable portion 
of the copper contents had been carried away by the water; and, therefore, the 
directors believed that when they got into virgin ground the results would be 
better. (Hear, hear.) Still, the ore was valuable with the appliances which the 
company possessed, The next portion of the working was what was called the 
deep level. This had’been pushed to the north, but at present the working was 
stopped at the end of the deep level, beeause they had got into] hard ore, and 
the ventilation was not very good, but they had pushed cross-cuts on both sides, 
and ascertained the width of the lode was something like 200 feet, and they 
had worked not only upon the level itself but in the stopes, and had taken a 
considerable amount of ore from that portion of the mine, The ore on the 
western portion of the lode was not so good at that point, but the lode seemed 
to be getting wider towards the east, and it also seemed to be of very good qua- 
lity. So the tendency seemed to be for the lode to tend to the eastwards. They 
had reached the wall of the lode on the eastern side, but not on the western side, 
on account of the difficulty of ventilation. There was one important point to 
which he would refer. They had sunk below the level which had been unwatered, 
they had sunk 13 ft. below the level in virgin ground, and had found there a solid 
mass of ore averaging 1£ percent. He did not think it would be all like that, but 
it carried out the theory that the virgin and unworked portion of the ore would 
be better than the broken ground, and the directors believed they would have 
a very Qvaluable deposit when they got at it. With respect to getting at it, 
there was what was called Holman’s level. That level was 60 ft. below all the 
—- workings, In Holman’s level they had had a slight disappointment. 
ey expected when they arrived at a certain distance, 150 fms. from the day, 
that they would come upon the lode, They had got as far as that, but they had 
not come toit. They had come to a good deal of soft ground and water, and 
that water seemed to be in connection with the present lode at Aroa, because 
Aroa was drained, and they had been able to go below the level there without 
meeting with water. The superintendent having got so far tothe east had started 
& cross-cut off it to the south with the intention of meeting the deep level, the 
object being to open up the 60 ft. of ore below the present level, and give the 
ventilation which was necessary to carry on the works in that direction. As 
soon as the eonnection was made they would be able to open the whole district 
with two accesses, and ina more rapid manner than now, (Cheers.) There was 
a distance of about 250 fms. between Holman’s level and the northern end of the 
deep level, and if the ground turned out hard they would be able to use mecha- 
nical drills (which had been provided), and which had not been used hitherto 
because the ground had been soft. The directors considered that work essential 
for the proper development of the mine, and no doubt it would turn out to be most 
successful, Further on there was what was called Holman’'s discovery. They 
made certain excavations there, and found there was a lode at that point, al- 
though they did not know how deep it went, still 200 or 300 tons of ore were taken 
out of it, but as it was in a rugged position the superintendent did not push it; 
but he wonld eventually push a level to the north, under the discovery, and 
through the hill towards what was oalled Titiara. He mentioned that to show 
that there was a great field open to them there, which, he believed, that level 
would open up. He would now carry them to the Titiara lode. They were 
aiways told that the Titiara lode was a valuable property, but until the last year 
they could not undertake the working. They had now done a good deal; and in 
the prasent year they had been able, so far, to export 850 tons from Titiara; and 
the superintendent reported that even with the comparatively small work they 
had done there he had in sight what he considered to be 35,000 tons of ore. 
<(Cheers.). The directors found that there was a sufficient quantity to justify 
them in providing means to transport it. The lode was on the other side of the 
hill, which was very rough, and covered with tropical vegetation.

SOMETHING MORE THAN THE ELECTRIC LIGHTING BILL 


The letter of Sir Frederick Bramwell upon the subject of the 
Electric Lighting Bill has been reprinted in pamphlet form, and the 
reading of it will, no doubt, give rise to many important ques. 
tions bearing upon electric illuminations generally. Sir Frederick's 
view that the provisions of the Electric Lighting Bill concerns the 
whole community, and not alone suppliers of gas and of electric 
light is obviously correct, as is also his assumption that the Electric 
Bill must betaken as intended to give facilities for bringing into 
practical?commercial use a meritorious, but as yet undeveloped, 
undertaking. It isa subsection of section 14 that Sir Frederick 
chiefly refers to. By this it is provided that where the lighting is 
done by an individual or by a private company, under a provisional 
order confirmed by an Act of Parliament, then at the end of 15 years 
the local authority of the district lighted shall be entitled to say that 
it desires to purchase the undertaking, and thereupon the under- 
takers shall be compelled to sell. This in itself would be a suffi- 
ciently hard provision were the terms of payment fair, but the terms 
of payment are most unfair, for the arbitrator who, failing agree- 
ment, is to fix them is forbidden to take into account in so doing 
either past profits, goodwill (which means present profits), future 
profits, or any allowance for compulsory sale, and, having been thus 
told what he is not toallow, he is directed to ascertain the then value 
of the land, buildings, machinery, and plant, having regard to their 
suitability for the purposes for which they are intended, and this is 
to be the sole payment for the acquisition of the undertaking. 
Further, if the local authority should not choose to exercise this 
option at the end of 15 years then at each recurring period of five 
years the same option is to re-arise. 

To most impartial judges this provision would appear to be in 
every respect fair and equitable; but Sir Frederick, by an altogether 
erroneous process of reasoning, endeavours to show that the electric 
light suppliers are unfairly dealt with, and enterprise in electric 
schemes is likely to be checked. It is beyond question that in the 
original legislation for facilitating gas and water supply an irrepar- 
able mistake was made in giving powers which practically and per- 
manently placed the consumers under the thumb, as it were, of 
odious monopolists, and it has more than once been demonstrated 
that this monopoly has been exercised quite regardlesss of law or 
| equity—the last legal evidence of this being the decision that the 
Acts of Parliament only sanction water rent being charged on the 
basis of the Poor Law valuation, whilst the companies have charged 
upon the rack-rental. This means, in round numbers, that the water 
companies have been charging 25 per cent. more than they are en- 
titled to, and as this surcharge has been going into the shareholders’ 
pockets for a long series of years it follows that, regarding the sur- 
charge as an annuity invested year by year in the public funds, its 
present value would many times cover the present arbitration value 
of the surcharging companies’ property, so that were such property 
to-day declared by Parliamentary enactment to belong to the public 
there could be no complaint of confiscation, because it would simply 
be ordering a return of what has been illegally taken. Sir Frede- 
rick admits there are exceptional circumstances which may possibly 
justify the supply of water by a governing body, and it would have 
been interesting if he had mentioned an instance in which the sup- 
ply is in the hands of the governing body without great advantage 
to the consumers. The injury daily inflicted upcn the public through 
the character of the monopoly which has been secured to railwa 
companies need not be for the moment discussed. 

The evident intention of the Board of Trade in adopting the 
Electric Bill as framed was to avoid the evils which experience has 
shown to be inseparable from the system adopted with regard to 
gas, water, and railway companies. Sir Frederick’s reference to 
Waterloo Bridge—he says; I was engaged in several of the arbitra- 
tions, and among others, in that by which Waterloo Bridge was ac- 
quired. The bridge, with its approaches and land, cost 1,050,000/. 
sixty years ago. It would have cost very much more at the present 
day. Nevertheless, upon a sum arrived at by the capitalisation of 
the net revenue, that bridge was acquired for 475,000/. Sir John 
Hawkshaw stated that the very lowest cost for which the bridge and 
the approaches could be made at the present day, wholly irrespective 
of land, was 700,000/.—could be used more readily to oppose his 
views than in support of them, were any further evidence necessary 
to prove that he is entirely wrong in assuming that the Bill will 
check legitimate enterprise. If it be worth while of an inventor ta 
develope a new invention in return for 14 years’ monopoly—and many 
realise an enormous fortune in that period—Nobel’s explosives, 
Bessemer’s process, and many others for example—surely it would 
be sufficient encouragement to a public company to undertake less 
risk and expenditure for15 years’ monopoly, with the additional ad- 
vantage of selling the machinery and plant at a valuation at the end 
of the term. 











THE SIBERIAN GOLD MinEs.—The value of the gold extracted 
from the mines in Siberia is estimated by the Russian Government 
at about 1,200,0007. per annum, the regions in which the greater part 
of it is found being the basins of the Upper Yenissei and of its tri- 
butary streams, the Upper and Middle Tunguska. The discovery of 
the first gold deposit was made about the beginning of this century 
by a trapper, and in 1830 a body of explorers sent to prospect the 
country by one Yakim Resanof found several deposits upon the banks 
of the River Biroussa. The cost of an expedition in search of gold in 
| Siberia is estimated at 600/., and as the expedition is often fruitless, 
| only large capitalists can afford to embark in the speculation. It is

said that M. Macsvikoff, the present holder of the concession for the 
| Pasky deposit, spent upwards of 50,000/, in searching for gold before 
| he discovered an ounce of the precious metal, though since that

Pyrites” recommended “ that the Government should give a bonus to 
any person or company first establishing central and efficient works 
for the proper treatment of pyrites on a large scale.” If he is the 
only man who knows how to treat pyrites and refractory ores why 
does he not at once form a company and work his process where it 
is wanted. The fact is the process is too costly and far exceeds the 
cost he puts on it, and it is not workable everywhere. The oxidising 
by atmospheric influences it has been proved will not answer in 
India. Asa general plan it is useless. Amalgamation means a very 
expensive process, and a certain waste of a very costly material, and 
not getting all the gold out. I have been in India and know what 
Iam writing about. There has been too much puffing of Indian 
gold mines, directors running about with telegrams in their pockets, 
shown of course in confidence, letters to papers, &c, In fact, as our 
American cousins put it, too much bunkum. 

If there is a plan for working pyrites and refractory ores in bulk, 
how comes it there are gentlemen here from India, America, Brazil, 
Victoria, and New Zealand, all with refractory ores showing chemi- 
cally large juantities of gold; but, although mining hundreds of tons 
of it, getting no returns in bulk. We have every now and then plans, 
as in the old Gold (Clogan) in Wales mania, of getting gold where it 
does not exist. The problem now to be solved is—given in pyrites 
or refractory ores of any formation 3 ozs. of gold per assay, to find 
the like by a process that will render it into the strong box at a mini- 
mum and paying rate of cost in 100s. or 1000s. of tons. There is 
a gentleman now here with a procoss—I fancy I heard his name in 
the Welsh gold mania. I believe the process is American. If so, why 
not make his fortune there? A plan is greatly wanted; but no 
philanthropy—pure, unadulterated philanthropy—brings these gen- 
tlemen here.

CANADIAN RAILWAYS—THE GRAND TRUNK AND GREAT 
WESTERN COMPANIES.—There has been a conspicuous advance 
in the securities of these two railways during the past month, but 
the present quotations are still considerably below those ruling last 
year, when, as pointed out in my circular for July, the position of 
affairs was nothing like so favourable as now. It is evident that the

_ [ue Ricuest TIN MINE IN THE WorRLD.—Of the western half of 
Tasmania but little, comparatively speaking, is known. Intersected 
by lofty mountain ranges, split asunder in every direction by preci- 
pice-walled gulleys; varied by wide-spreading healthy plains, the 
pasturage of which is generally inferior, or by vast forests of Euca- 
lypti, giant trees in many instances attaining an altitude of more 
than 300 ft., with a girth of 60 ft. and upwards; or, again, by undu- 
lating country, so densely covered with scrub as to be almost im- 
practicable even to an experienced bushman, and subject to a rain- 
fall estimated at 140 in. per annum. The Far West of this lovely 
island has been explored and prospected, but never settled. There 
are one or two camps of timber-getters on the coast line, and in the 
north-west districts a few good bits of pasturage have been taken up 
for stock-raising, but evidence of regular settlement of the country 
exists not. To the westward of the Surrey hills, however, in the 
county of Russell, and at a distance of 100 miles from Launceston, 
lies Mount Bischoff, and here a few adventurers found tin in 1872.

COAL TAR, AND ITS PRODUCTS. 

The indomitable energy always brought to bear during his wast 
nagership of the Tyne Alkali Works, South Shields, has certainly | 
not forsaken Professor Lunge since he has occupied his less laborious, | 
if equally responsible, position at the Zurich Polytechnicum for his 
thoroughly practical and useful volumes on the Manufacture of Sul- 
phuric Acid and Alkali, which have already been fully noticed in| 
the Mining Journal, have now been supplemented by a fourth, bear- 
ing upon Coal Tar, and its Products,* which, as a contribution to | 
the literature of industrial chemistry, appears destined to become | 
acknowledged as a work of equal authority. In the subject now 
treated of, Professor Lunge has practically the field to himself, for 
as he remarks, the distillation of coal tar and the manufacture of 
ammoniacal compounds, have not previously been treated in an 
English monograph, although the industry is one of the most im- | 
portant branches among English chemical manufactures. And even 
in foreign languages, almost the only special treatise is his own, | 
published in German, 15 years ago. Utilising his practical expe- | 
rience, extending over many years, Professor Lunge has produced a} 
treatise which will be generally acceptable.

MINERAL STATISTICS OF VICTORIA, 
The statisties for 1881 which have just been issued, and for a copy 


of which we are indebted to the Hon. Robert Burrowes, Minister of 
Mines, show a gratifying improvement in the general mining industry 


of Victoria, notwithstanding the great disadvantages under which 


miners have been labouring who have been engaged in obtaining 
gold from the drifts; owing to the continuous drought and conse- 
quent scarcity of water for sluicing purposes, The” gold raised 
according to the estimates of the mining registrars was 833,378} ozs 
The Melbourne branch of the Royal Mint received 519,884 ozs., and 
there was exported 398,642 ozs. Taking into account the estimates 
of the mining surveyors and registrars, which are based chiefly upon 
the amounts of gold purchased by the banks in the country districts, 
and also the amounts of gold purchased from private holders in 
Melbourne, at the Mint, and at the several banks, the estimated 
yield of gold for the past year is 29,729 ozs. more than the quantity 
obtained during 1880. It appears that 313,828 ozs. were obtained 
from alluvial, and 519,550 ozs.from quartz. The estimates furnished 
by the mining registrars of the yield of gold from quartz mining 
have been compared with returns obtained from mine owners and 
others of gold actually derived from the treatment of quartz, quartz 
tailings, and pyrites, and the results closely agree. The quantity of 


|quartz raised from the mines during the year is estimated at 


1,041,212 tons 4cwts.,as compared with the estimate of 968,883 tons 
9 cwts. for the year 1880. 

The quantities of vein quartz crushed, and the average yield of 
gold per ton obtained therefrom for the last six years according to 
the mining registrars’ return for the several districts are given. From 
this statement it may be observed that in the Ballarat district the 
quantity of quartz crushed has rapidly increased in the last two 
years. Although the quantity of quartz crushed in the Sandhurst 
district is not much in excess of that of the two immediately preced- 
ing years, yet the higher average yield gives a very satisfactory 
increase in the amount of gold obtained, The Gippsland district, as 
usual, heads the list with the highest average yield per ton, but this 
is accounted for by the fact that in many parts of the mountainous 
areas quartz lodes giving poor yields could not be worked at a profit 
The quantity of washdirt puddled or sluiced during the year 1881, as 
compiled from the returns made by certain companies and individual 
miners, was 964,675 tons; and the yield therefrom 75,003 ozs. 10 dwts. 
1 gr., or an average of 1 dwt. 13°32 grs. per ton. Information has 
been obtained respecting the crushing of 7655 tons 16 cwts, of cement 
during the year 1881, which yielded 1577 ozs. 17 dwts. 18 grs. of gold, 
or an average of 4 dwts, 2°93 grs. perton. On Dec. 31 there were 
21,874 miners employed in alluvial mining, and 16,262 in quartz 
mining—together 38,136. In the last quarter of 1881 there was a 
decrease of 432 in the number of persons employed in alluvial and 
quartz mines as compared with the last quarter of the previous year 
In alluvial mining the decrease in the number of men employed in 
1881, as compared with the last quarter of the preceding year, has 
been 1042, while in quartz mining the increase has been 610. The 
decrease in the number of alluvial miners may be attributed to the 
excessively dry season experienced during the end of the year, which

In Piedmont asbestos is obtained in the serpentine mountains of 
the Val d’Aosta, valley of Lanzo, Susa and}D’Ossola, and chiefly in the 
communes of Emarese, Brusson, Challant, St. Anselme, Chatillon, 
Verrés, St. Vincent, Champorcher, Issogne Pontey, Chambave, Torg- 
non, Montjovet, Valfrato, Campiglia Soana, Ronco Canavese, Sugria, 
Usseglio, Chianoe, Coazze, Craveggia, Autronapiana,and Montescheno. 
It occurs in veins of 4 in. to 4 in. in thickness; the length of these 
yeins reaches in some cases 20 yards, but their depth is very limited. 
The best quality is found at Emarese; that of Campiglia Soana has 
the longest and finest fibres, but unfortunately often is decomposed ; 
whilst that of Usseglio resists fire best. The asbestos of Valtellina, 
however, has the strongest fibres. 

In 1878 the workings in the Valtellina produced about 80 tons of 
asbestos, and gave employment to 200 persons during seven or eight 
months, whilst those in Piedmont furnished 100 tons and employed 
200 hands. This industry, which is increasing, is in the hands of 
six firms, amongst them two English companies, one of which has 
established a manufactory at Tivoli, near Rome, whilst the others 
work up the raw material at Turin, The products manufactured 
are principally cardboard for steam joints, packing for steam-engines, 
felt for covering pipes, boilers, &c., fireproof paper, mastic thread, 
and incombustible cloth. The raw asbestos at Lanzada is valued at 
70 cents, per kilog. (about 3d. per 1b.), whilst the cardboard and cord 
for packing is sold at Turin at from 2°50 to 3°50 per kilog. (from 11d. 
to 16d. per lb.) At Rome the various products are sold at from 
350 to 12 lire per kilog. (16d. to 4s. 6d. per lb.) 

It is estimated that this industry gives employment now to about 
500 persons, of whom 400 at the mines, and 100 in the factories. The 
total production, which in 1872 was only 50 tons, in 1878 amounted 
to nearly 200 tons, of a value of 200,000 lire (8000/.), and taking into 
account the value of this substance in a manufactured state, the as- 
bestos industry realises without doubt 1,000,000 lire (40,000/.) an- 
nually. It is exported chiefly to Great Britain, Germany, and the 
United States.

ON STRONTIANITE MINING IN WESTPHALIA. 


The occurrence of strontianite, the native carbonate of strontia, in 
Westphalia, has been long known, and the mineral was to a small 


extent obtained by surface digging; but in the year 1871 it came | 


suddenly into demand, being adapted for the recovery of crystallis- | 
able sugar from molasses in the Dessau Company’s refinery, in whose | 
interest the author was entrusted with the examination of the dis- | 
trict in the year 1874, Since that date it has become the seat of a | 
large mining industry, employing 1200 men. The district within | 
which the mineral occurs extends northward from Hamm about 14 | 
miles, and about 18 miles in greatest extent east and west ; the | 
largest development of workings being in the vicinity of the station 
of Drennsteinfurt, on the line from Hamm to Miinster. The ground 
fs nearly level, and except where covered with drift sand and 
northern erratics, consists entirely of bluishgrey marls of the Upper | 
Senonian (lower chalk) period; which is traversed by a series of | 
lodes which individually vary very much in direction, but as a whole 
form two principal series, the first course of about S.W.—N.E., with 
a tolerably regular dip of 65° to 70° to S.E., and the second N.W.— 
8.E., and 8.W. at a somewhat higher angle. The former includes 
the more important mines known as Dr. Reichardt’s, belonging to} 
the Dessau Company, which are upon a parallel series of veins ex- | 
tending for about 10 kilometres, without, however, being workable | 
through the entire length. The longest continuous series of N.W.— 
8.E. veins is about 44 kilometres. Besides these, there are a great 
number of smaller veins in the district, whose relations are not well- 
defined, owing to the number of small woods and plantations inter- 
vening, within which mining operations are not permitted. The 
thickness of the veins varies very considerably, from 14 metre to 2 
metres (5 to 64 ft.) is not uncommon, and in one case 3 metres (10 ft.) 
has been observed ; but as a rule this dimension varies very considera- 
bly within short distances both in length anddepth. The vein matter 
consists of strontianite, calcspar, and two varieties of marl, with oc- 
casional crystals of iron lignites. In one case fluid bitumen was 
found at a depth of 44 metres, The strontianite, which is very pure, | 
containing about 96 percent. of carbonate of strontia under the} 
most favourable conditions, forms masses of 1 to 14 metre thick, | 
and 16 to 20 metres (say 50 to 70 ft.) or more in length. These finds | 
have, however, diminished in depth, and at the lowest levels, 55 | 
metres (180 ft.) below the surface, the yield has sensibly diminished ; | 
the pure metal being suceeded by an intimate mixture of strontianite | 
and calespar. The yield of the lode above was about 12 cwts. of | 
clean ore per square metre, which has diminished to 3 and 2 cwts. | 
in the bottom.
